Summary of Accomplishments and problems: 
 
The accomplishments for this quarter included and increased communication and correspondence between the Nevada Division of 
Environmental Protection (NDEP) and the Tribes of Nevada. Communication and correspondence included the following 
environmental issues: Tribal and State relations, Tribal Lands identification, Roles of State and Tribe, EPA and Tribal relations, 
Consultation Protocols, Nevada Tribal Mining issues, Liaison project activities, Funding opportunities, Water Quality Standards, 
Natural Resource Damage Assessment claims, Solid Waste Issues, Public land issues, Air Quality issues, Hazardous waste issues, 
water quality monitoring concerns, Storm water issues, Environmental Information. 
The Liaison continues to receive notices of proposed actions from the Bureau of Mining and Reclamation, Bureau of Water Pollution 
Control, and Bureau of Air Pollution Control, where projects have been discussed with surrounding Tribes at Nevada Tribal 
Environmental Managers Meetings.  
 
The Inter-Tribal Council of Nevada passed a resolution of consultation with the State of Nevada, Environmental Protection 
Organizations and Mining Industry on the State’s Proposed Mercury emissions permitting program.  
 
The first consultation protocol between the Yerington Paiute Tribe and the State of Nevada was signed on October 25, 2005. The 
signing of the protocol will mark steps to development of consultation protocols between all the Nevada Tribal Governments. I have 
completed 22 tribal visits as of October 1, 2003 to January 30, 2006. Liaison Activities for the upcoming quarter will include 
development of the consultation protocols for the following tribal governments: Ely Shoshone Tribe, South Fork Band, Duckwater 
Shoshone Tribe, Pyramid Lake Paiute Tribe, Washoe Tribe of Nevada and California, Fallon Paiute-Shoshone Tribe, Wells Band 
Indian Colony and the Walker River Paiute Tribe. 
 
The problems encountered this quarter are: The consultation protocol development has presented a delay, due to the understanding and 
time needed to develop the protocol. In the creation of this document the liaison has gained the fact that there are different methods in 
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which the Tribes desire to work with the State of Nevada. Ultimately, the Tribal protocol developed will serve as a tool for Tribes in 
consultation with the State of Nevada.
